St. Petersburg, March 8.— T hat the 
battle of Mukden will go down in his­ 
tory with Liao Yang iii th-* long list 
of Russian defeats is the alm ost uni­ 
versal belief in pessimistic St. P ete rs­ 
burg, which has forgotten the m ean­ 
ing of the word victory.

Nothing from General Kuropatkin 
later than Monday has be> n given out, 
but press dispatches indicate that the 
position of the Russian arm y is des­ 
perate, but not absolutely hopeless, 
some Russian correspondents even pre­ 
dicting a Russian victory soon, and 
one affirming that the extrem e Jap­ 
anese left has already begun to retire 
southward.

“The general assem bly shall, by J 
law presoldb* what qualifications shall 
bt necessary for adm ission to practice 
law in ail courts of justice.”

of the difficulty of getting voters to 
consider anything hut choice of can­ 
didates at an * lect ion.
